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Telephone Company 
After Obscene Callers 


Local telephone person- 
nel have been thoroughly 
briefed by the company’s 
security director on the 
new methods and equipment 
and stand ready to help 
any customer who is being 
victimized by anannoyance 
caller, Although all an- 
noyance callsare invasions 
of privacy, the most seri- 
ous is the abusive one, in 
which obscene, harassing 
Or threatening statements 
are made, 

The company explained 
that these calls areusually 
made by people who do not 
realize the amount of in- 
convenience they are caus- 
ing and although they are 
rarely dangerous, their 
calls can be very disturb- 
ing, 

The outline of General 
Telephone’s recommended 
approach to these situa- 
tions states that the first 
thing anyone should do when 
receiving a call from this 
type of person is hang up 
immediately and refuse to 
give them any satisfaction 
whatsoever, 

If the caller persists, 
the customer should visit 
the local business office 
for instructions on what 
should be done to identify 
the offender and initiate 
proper action against him, 
In aggravated cases, 
special equipment, not in- 
volving wire-tapping or 
listening in on conversa- 
tions, can be used to trace 
the offending calls, Victims 
can expect prompt action 
by the telephone company 
in the case of repeated 
calls because they are 
obviously quite anxious to 
bring such matters to a 
hasty conclusion, 

It was noted, however, 
that although the Company 
can provide incriminating 
evidence for legal prose- 
cution of offenders, legal 
action must be brought by 
recipients of the calls 
through their local law en- 
forcement officials. Most 
states, including this one, 
have laws on the books 
under which persons mak- 
ing abusive calls can be 
convicted. The penalties

LAST FALL’S elections may 
have indicated that the country 
is weary of a high living, high 
spending government, For a 
time, there was talk of econo- 
my in nondefense spending.

IT'S UP TO YOU

Unjust Justice 


HE United Nations is highly 

touted as something which 
stands for the rule of law. One 
might suppose 
that when its 
own creature, 
the so-called 
World Court, re- 
jected the effort 
being made to 
end the Mandate 
of South Africa 
to govern South- 
west Africa, the 
movement di- 
rected toward 
that end would 
be abandoned. It 
is the more as- 
tonishing that, coming on the 
heels of this decision, the United 
Nations has voted to deprive the 
Republic of South Africa of its 
Mandate over Southwest Africa, 
and to become itself the trustpe 
of that territory. 

As expected, the government bf 
South Africa reacted vigorously 
against the decision to end its 
half-century-old trusteeship of 
Southwest Africa. It is note- 
worthy that the leader of the 
opposition, Sir de Villiers Graag, 
said that it was deplorable to fild 
a body of 114 nations supporting 
a resolution at the United Na- 
tions which, in his opinion and 
that of most jurists, was clearly 
illegal and in complete disregard 
of the recent judgment of the in- 
ternational court of justice. 

“It was deplorable that the 
United States — a nation irre- 
vocably committed to the rule of 
law in international affairs — 
should have been prepared not 
only to support such a resolution 
but tu support it after the very 
important amendment it had pro- 
posed had been ignominiously re- 
jeced.” Sir de Villiers hoped that 
the principle which had been so 
firmly upheld by the United 
Party all these years would con- 
tinue to be upheld, namely, that 
“we will under no circumstances 
tolerate outside interference in 
the internal affairs of South Af- 
rica.” Those who have refused to 
believe it heretofore should now 
be convinced that any outside in- 
tervention in the affairs of South 
Africa will be vigorously op- 
posed, not only by the govern- 
ment of that country, but by the 
opposition as well, and we firmly 
believe, by the Coloureds, the In- 
dians and the Bantus. The Afro- 
Asian members of the United 
Nations, backed as they are by 
the United States and other west- 
ern countries, should back out of 
this unfortunate decision with or 
without the benefit of whatever 
face-saving arrangements can be 
made

Over Your Tax 
Withholding 


Now is the time for 
Alabama wage earners to 
take another look at their 


income tax withholding 
situation to see whether 
it covers their actual tax 
liability. 

District Director of 
Internal Revenue, A, J. 
O’Donnell, Jr., said re- 


cently that some wage 
earners may still owe ad- 
ditional tax, This is par- 
ticularly true where 
income was derived from 
sources other than wages, 
and the taxpayer did not 
file an estimated tax re- 
turn, 

In those cases, Mr. 
O’Donnell suggested that 
taxpayers file a new with- 
holding exemption certifi- 
cate, Form W-4, with their 
employer to increase the 
‘amount of tax withheld each 
pay period,

DURABLE PRESS 

Durable press continues 
to make headlines eva 
though it has been on the 
market for several years, 
There are three areas 
which homemakers need to 
be aware of when launder- 
ing durable press to get 
the best results: (1) 
Abrasion - to do away with 
abrasion and wrinkling, it 
is best to wash and dry 
small loads of clothes, 
Actually abrasion from 
wear weakens the fabric 
more than washing and dry- 
ing; (2) Soll Removal - 
most of us have a tendency 
to wear the durable press 
too long because they look. 
fresh, The garment should 
not be allowed to get too 
heavily soiled because 
stains are difficult or im- 
possible to remove when 
they have been left in the 
fabric, (3) Drying - even 
if a large load of durable 
press garments is washed 
at one time, drying results 
will be better if the load 
is divided for drying, The 
garments will have a much 
better appearance if they 
have roomtotumblefreely. 

By the way, slightly 
wrinkled durable press 
garments can be refreshed 
by a short tumbling in a 
heated dryer, 


DOGWOODS 

If the dogwood trees in 
your yard are injured and 
scarred, chances are good 
that the dogwood borer has

Of Rising Traffic Accidents 


Who is responsible for the majority of auto accidents 
in this community and on our highways? Is it the auto- 
mobile manufacturer in Detroit? Is it the police, local 
or state, who are lax in enforcing safety laws? Is it our 
large brood of young drivers whose motoring manners 
are as fresh as their licenses? 

Shockingly, we, you, the man next door, and every 
one who pulled a car away from a curb today in every 
local community in every city and town in the country 
are the ones who are largely responsible for “the rising 
tide of blood” on our roads, We are the ones who liter- 
ally must stem the tide, 

This was brought vividly to our editorial attention 
by a current study on automobile safety in a booklet 
which crossed our desk today. Originally written for a 
publication of Employers Insurance of Wausau, Wau 
Sau, Wis., the article has been reprinted at popular de 
mand by the company for free distribution to inter- 
ested parties. A hard-hitting, in depth piece, which uses 
words as an automatic power hammer handles nails, 
it surveys the field of automobile safety from manu 
facturer to motorist.

From its beginning, which talks startlingly of how 
American soldiers are Statistically safer in Viet Nam 
than on American highways, the pamphlet spares few 
delicate sensibilities to make harsh sense. 

The booklet points out that auto accidents are mul 
tiplying in number and that their severity is increasing, 
It emphasizes that “the guilt-edge remedy” of financial 
compensation, to salve our collective public conscience 
for injuriés and fatalities suffered in highway acci- 
dents, is far from a solution and distracts attention 
from the need for a few ounces of prevention. 

Improved safety features in the manufacture of auto 
mobiles, partially inspired by the recent Ralph Nader 
controversy, are to be applauded, he says, but then 
makes the point that no machine injures by itself 
only by human error. 

We shuddered but were impressed by the author’s 
question: “When the car climbs the sidewalk and but- 
térs an old lady along the side of a building, will she 
be comforted by the reflection that the driver and his 
passengers are insulated from all harm?”

Soaring statistics show urgent need for 
driver education in every state public high school Sys 
tem. Today, young drivers under 25 years old make 
up approximately one-fifth of the nation’s drivers but 
are responsible for one-third of our auto accidents and 
one-third of all fatalities caused by auto accidents. Yet, 
only 18 states include driver education for teen-agers in 
high schcol curriculums. 

Rather than laying all the blame for accidental death 
and injury on intentional economy by auto manufac- 
turers, we should clip human error in the bud with 
driver education in the schools, And rather than mak.- 
ing more laws, we should enforce the ones that al- 
ready are on the books with greater zeal. 


We can’t detour the conclusion. Safety on our city 
streets and highways is everyone’s responsibility. What 
are you doing about it?
